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BY EAST ST. LOUIS MOBS. 


Blacks Shot to Death While in Flight 


from Burning Homes. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 
AST ST. LOUIS (II.) July 2.—The number of dead as a 
result of today's race riots shortly after II o'clock tonight 
was variously estimated at from fifteen to seventy-five, of whom 
two were white men. Forty injured negroes and six injured white 
men were in one hospital and almost an equal number in the other. 

City Attorney Thomas J. Fekete estimated the damage at 
$3,000,000, which was believed by some to be too high. 

Buildings were still burning at four different points in the city. 

At least fifteen negroes were shot and killed by mobs tonight 
as they fled from their burning homes which had been set on fre 
by white mobs. A number are believed to have perished in the 
burning houses. 

Military rule was proclaimed tonight. Three hundred white 
men were arrested and locked up at police headquarters. Negro 
quarters in various parts of the city are on fire and the flames 
reach the very edge of the business district. 

Estimates of the number of negroes who perished in the fire 
ran as high as 100, but there was nothing authentic on which to 
base these estimates. Hundreds of whites stood aroypd the edges 
of the burning districts and fired at the negroes as they fled from 
their homes. 


ESTIMATES OF DEAD. 

State s Attorney Schaumloeffel of St. Clair county drove 
through the riot-swept district tonight with Police Inspector Walsh 
of St. Louis, Mo. The State's Attorney estimated that the dead 
negroes would number 250. All estimates, however, are con-

Mobs of men and women fought in 
section of East St. Louis since midnight. 

The rioting was a recrudescence of race troubles that be 
here a month ago following the importation of large numbers of 
negro laborers from the South. : 

Women and girls, joining with the men, dragged negroes 
from street cars in the downtown district. 

State troopers themselves were disarmed by the mobs in many 
instances, and, together with the police, seemed powerless before 
the rioters. 

THE START. 

The disorder, which began when a mob of 200 negroes fired 
on an automobile load of policemen last night, killing one, reached 
a climax this forenoon when three negro men and one white man 
were killed, two white men and two negroes were shot and 
wounded and twenty-three others so badly beaten and stoned that 
they were taken to hospitals. 

Tonight, with the saloons closed and street car service 
stopped by order of the authorities, National Guardsmen began 
escorting truckloads of negroes across the river to Missouri. 

White women and girls joined with the men in stopping street 
cars in the heart of the downtown district, dragging out every 
negro on whom they could lay their hands. 

Until the white women began to participate, negro women 
and girls had seemed immune from attack, but when this occurred, 
negresses, too, were attacked. 

The two white men who were shot and the one who was 
killed were victims of stray bullets. 

Sixteen guardsmen were disarmed by members of the mob, 
who calmly asked the soldiers to give them the weapons lest the 

rdsmen hurt someone in the crowd. 

Mayor Mollman ordered the saloons closed at 12 o'clock this 
afternoon and it was hoped that this measure would prevent any 
serious outbreak tonight. At 3 o'clock police and guardsmen 
began moving negro men and women and children to St. Louis, 
Mo., in motor trucks in order that they might be out of danger 
during the night. 

The immediate cause of the rioting today was the outbreak 
of negroes late last night, but for several days there had been evi- 
dences of bad blood, and on Saturday night several minor clashes 
between whites and blacks occurred. ‘ 

CLASHES. , 

The clashes Saturday night apparently alarmed the negro 
quarter of the city, or at least gave agitators a chance to organize 
the negroes for fighting. When word was telephoned to police 
headquarters that the ringing of a church bell had called the armed 
negroes together, an automobile loaded with police left for the 
scene to disperse the crowd. The officers were greeted with a 
volley. Detective Sergeant Coppedge was killed and three police- 
men wounded. 

Police reinforcements early this morning dispersed the negroes 
and shortly after 3 a.m. Mayor Mollman asked Gov. Lowden to 
send National Guardsmen here to preserve order. 

Two companies of the guard were assigned to duty in the 
negro quarter. Up to that hour the streets were quiet and it 
seemed that the day would pass without a renewal of the rioting. 
As the morning wore on crowds began to congregate in the streets 
and, encouraged by the absence of the troops from the downtown 
section, agitators began their work of inflaming the mob. 

One of the National Guard companies then was ordered from 
the negro quarter to the business section, but the arrival of the 
troops seemed to arouse the mobs to further aggression. White 
men stopped street cars, dragged off the negroes and pelted them

OUNG CHINESE EMPEROR 
CAPTURES THE PALACE. 


Militarists Surround ‘the Intruder; 


President Refuses to Yield. 


IEN-TSIN, July 
Tung, the young Emperor, ac- 
cording to reports from Peking 

today, has taken possession of the 
palace occupied by President Li Yuan 
Hung and is surrounded by prom- 
ment military leaders. 

A demand was made upon Presi- 
dent Li that he resign in favor of 
Iisuan Tung. The President replied 
that he would resign in favor of the 
Vice-President as he was unable to 
resign in favor of the Emperor. 


Telegraph and telephone offices 
are closely guarded and telegrams 
cannot be ent to Peking. 


SHOCK TO WASHINGTON, 
(BY A. F. NIGHT 

WASHINGTON, July 2— en. 
Chang Hsun'’s sudden coup d'etat 
to destroy republicanism in China 
and restore the Manchu dynasty 
has produced a discouraging shook 
among officials here, who believed 
China’s internal troubles were at an 
end. 

Open civil war ts feared between 
Chang Hsun's followers and the 
Manchu supporters on the one hand 
and the northern republicans and 
the united south on the other. The 
northern military leaders, whose at- 
titude is not clear, are considered 
to hold the balance of power, for 
it is felt that if they join Chang 
Heun he will be able to secure 
control of North China and then 
perhaps subdve the south. 

Official dispatches show that 
Chang Hsun, instead of having cast 
hie lot with the other military lead- 
ers in the Tien-tsin revolution- 
ary government, has been playing 
for years a lone hand of adventure. 
As military governor of <Anhwei 
provinee, he as a semi-in- 
dependent leader maintaining the 
Manchu tradition. With soldiers 
still wearing the cue, he had taken 
toll from both parties and built up 
a reputation for severity, which in 
one case at Nanking precipitated an 
international episode with Japan. 

When the recent military seces- 
sionist movement was launched 
Chang Hsun was invited by the 
military leaders to join them at 
Tien-tsin, but he chose not to do 80. 
President IA then invited him to 
Peking to mediate between the two 
forces. He approached the capital, 
sent in an ultimatum for forcing dis- 
solution of Parliament, and just as 
the military governors on the one 
hand, and the Republicans and Con- 
stitutionalists on the other, were 
coming together, sprung his mo- 
narchial coup d’etat. 

Chinese Legation and State De- 
partment officials alike expressed 
great surprise at the development, At 
the legation it was suggested that 
while Chang might have secured 
such support among the military 
governors for a purely military 
movement, the widespread bitter- 
ness against the Manchus will make 
final success very doubtful. Nev- 
ertheless, it is realized that with Pe-

Shu Shi Chang, guardian of Hsun 
Tung, the Manchu boy whose abdi- 
eation of the throne in 1912 ush- 
ered in the Chinese republic, was re- 
ported to be supporting Chang Hsun.

JAPAN STILL OPPOSES. 
(BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A. PF.) 

TOKIO, July 2.—Relations with 
the United States and China con- 
tinue to be the basis of opposition 
attacks on the government in the 
Diet. Ketara Mochizuki contended 
in Parliament Saturday that a grave 
‘misunderstanding existed between 
Japan and the United States owing 
to ambiguity of Japan's Chinese 
policy, many Americans suspecting 
an intention to subjugate the Chi- 
nes and exploit Chinese resources. 

M. Mochizuki suggested that the 
dificulties might be removed if 
Japan negotiated with the United 
States to exchange Japan's newly- 
acquired South Sea Islands for the 
Philippines. 

Viscount Monoto, the Foreign Min- 
ister, smiled and said he had listened 
to the suggestion and declared that 
relations with the United States were 
never friendlier. Concerning Amer- 
cas advice to China as contained in 
a recent note from Washington, 
Japan, M. Motono declared, had ap- 
proached Washington with perfect 
frankness with the result that a cor- 
dial understanding exists between the 
two governn..: nts. 

EVENT 18 SUDDEN. 
(ar ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, July 2.—Reuters Pe 
king correspondent, telegraphing re- 
garding thé movement to restore the 
monarchy with the Manchu, Hsuan 
Tung, as Emperor, says while it was 
known the restoration enterprise was 
afoot, it was believed a coup d'etat 
would not be attempted immediately. 

“The suddenness of the event 
caused a sensation in Peking,” he 
adds. ‘The first indication of the 
importance of the affair in progress 
was the increased number of troops 
in the streets and the placing of 
strong guards, mainly of Gen. Chang 
Hsun's men, at the télegraph and 
postoffices. 

The movement, the objects of 
which are to establish a constitu- 
tional monarchy, is apparently sup- 
ported by the entire military forces 
in Peking and a majority of the 
northern Governors.”

GLOBE (Aru) July 2.—The sec- 
ond act of violence reported in con- 
nection with the strike of copper 
miners in the Globe-Miami district 
occurred late today when fifty Aus- 
trians attacked an American me- 
chanic who was coming off shift 
at the Old Dominion mine. Several 
American miners in the crowd 
pleaded with the Austrians not to at- 
tack the machinist. The machin- 
ists face was Slightly cut before he 
escaped. 

Farlier in the day, Richard Mayne, 
foreman at the Old Dominion, was 
stoned by striking miners when he 
was going to work. 

An Austrian and another Amer- 
ican miner who left the mine at the 
time the machinist was attacked 
were not molested. 

The strikers maintained a picket 
about the mine and resisted efforts 
of pympmen and electricians to 
reach the property and prevent the 
mine from flooding. Three pump- 
men later forced their way through 
the picket line and, with the aid of 
mine officials already on the ground, 
got the pumps to working. 

An extra force of deputies have 
been sworn in by the Sheriff.

attack. 

‘TERRIBLE SIGHT. 
This city tonight presents «4 
weird and terrible sight. Vast 


clouds of emoke roll across the sky, 
flames make some of the downtown 
streets as light as day; and now and 
then a yelling mob rushes down a 
street in pursuit of a negro or in 
search of new excitement. National 
Guardsmen, loaded in automobile 
trucks, dash after the mob, and in a 
few minutes the shouting dies down 
and bewildered people walk up and 
down the streets wondering where 
the next outbreak wil! occur. 

At 9 o'clock, the Mayor of East 
St. Louis called on the St. Louis fire 
department for assistance in fighting 
the flames, which threatened to de- 
stroy a large part of the city. 

The mobs in East St. Louls were 
swelled by hundreds of people who 
early in the evening crossed the river 
from St. Louis, Mo. This added such 
a menace to the situation that at 
8:30 o'clock the bridges were closed 
to all vehicle and pedestrian traffic. 
Street-car traffic in East St. Louis 
and across the Eads bridge was 
stopped at 7 o'clock. This automat- 
ically closed trolley traffic between 
St. Louis and many suburban towns 
on the East Side, including Belle- 
ville, and forced hundreds of resi- 
dents of these towns to stay in St. 
Louis for the night. , 

As soon as street-car_ traffic 
ended, crowds crossed the Eads 
bridge into East St. Louis by the 
thousands. Automobilers were 
halted by the National Guard and 
those that could not show a good 
reason for coming were held on the 
St. Louis side. 

The fires started about 6 o'clock 
this evening and spread rapidly. By 
6:30 o'clock clouds of smoke were 
visible from the St. Louis side of 
the river and soon flames visible for 
miles were shooting into the air. 

TO SHELTER. 

Hundreds of negro women, most 
of them carrying bundles that held 
their most precious belongings and 
leading small children, walked slow- 
ly across the bridge to shelter and 
safety with friends on the Missouri)

As the crowds from S&St. Louis 
reached the east side they noticed 
that an awe-struck silence had set- 
tled on the townspeople, who stood 
in the streets watching the glow of 
the flames. 

Telephone wires had been cut 
early in the evening by the fire de- 
partment. As telegraph and tele- 
phone poles caught fire other wires 
went down. 

After military rule had been pro- 
claimed the soldiers put more vigor 
into their attempts to quell the mob. 

Seventy-five white men attacked 
a negro in front of a drug store on 
Broadway and attempted to drag 
him to a pole, beating him as they 
pulled him along. The troops 
charged the mob with fixed bayonets 
and the rioters ecattered. Before 
the troops arrived the negro was 
shot twice. 

With this show of force the riot- 
ers in part quieted down. Troops 
stood on guard at all corners and 
kept the crowd moving. Many per- 
sons were advised to go home. 

At 8:80 o'clock fire broke out in 
the district known as the “Valley” 
at Third street and St. Louls ave- 
nue. This fire came perilously near 
E. the railroad yards at East St.

At 9 o'clock four negroes were 
shot by snipers at Ninth and Mis- 
sour! avenues. 

At frequent intervals all evening 
trucks were bringing negro refugees 
from burning Sections to augment the 
cowering groups at the municipal 
building and the police headquarters.

stationed.

When a report came to Col. Tripp. 
commanding the guards, that negro 
inhabitants at Brooklyn, III, a city 
entirely populated by negroes, were 
moving on East Bt. Louis, he sent a 
truck full of guardsmen to the 
“Black” bridge to meet any attack 
that might be attempted. 

At the same time another truck 
of soldiers was rushed to a corner 
near the postoffice, where negroes 
barricaded in upstairs quarters had 
been firing at soldiers standing guard 
in the street below. 

At St. Mary’s Hospital it was stated 
about forty negroes had deen 
brought in injured and that six white 
men were being cared for there. Al- 
most an equal number of both whites 
and blacks were receiving care at 
the Deaconess Hospital. The wor 
property damage was done along the 
of the Southern Railroad 
Company, where the southern ware- 
house and between 100 and 1560 cars, 
many of them loaded with merchan- 
dise, were consumed by flames. The 
damage was estimated here at be- 
tween $300,000 and $500,000. 

The Broadway Theater, valued at 
$100,000, was entirely destroyed and 
at 11 p.m. the flames were moving 
steadily the tracks, almost un- 
hindered the feeble efforts of the 
firemen.

FOOD CONTROL 


DISPUTE ACUTE. 


Prohibition Feature Causes 
Much Controversy. 


Debate will be Limited and 
Final V ote Forced. 


Both Wet and Dry Factions 
Predict a Victory.

WASHINGTON, Julv 2.—Contro- 
versy in the Senate over the food 
control and its prohibition feature 
reached such an acute stage today 
that formal steps were taken by 
administration leaders to limit de- 
bate and force a final vote this week 
by invoking, for the first time, the 
Senates new cloture rule. 

Withip half an hour many more 
than thé necessary sixteen Senators’ 
signatures to a cloture motion were 
secured. Senator Chamberlain, in 
charge of the bill, announced to the 
Senate later that he would offer the 
motion tomorrow and ask for a vote 
upon it Thureday. Its adoption 
would require a two-thirds vote, and 
thereafter would limit each Sena- 
tors time upon the bill and all 
amendments to one hour. 

Many Senators say that until the 
prohibition issue is settled the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote for cloture can- 
not be secured. Others point out, 
however, that the vote on shutting 
of debate at least “will show up” 
on record those not in favor of ex- 
pediting the bill as desired by the 
President. 

The movement for use of the 
cloture rule came after the Senate 
had adopted the section by a vote 
of 42 to 16 extending government 
control, in addition to food and fuels, 
to tron and steel, copper, cotton, 
wool, hides, and skins, lead, alumi- 
num, fertilizers, farm implements, 
hemp and other binding twine ma- 
terials and their products. 

A skirmish on prohibition oc- 
eurred just before the Senate re- 
cessed tonight, to meet an hour 
earlier than usual tomorrow. The 
wets and drys clashed when Senator 
Penrose, opposing any attempt at 
cloture, suggested that prohtbition's 
friends had been delaying action. 
Senator Jones of Washington vehe- 
mentiy denied the charge, and as- 
serted that the delay has deen 
caused by prohibition opponents. 
Senator Sheppard asked unani- 
mous consent for a vote tomorrow 
on the liquor question, but Senator 
Penrose objected. 

The dispute over prohibition was 
opened anew when the Agriculture 
Committee approved an amendment 
by Senator Gore proposing that 
manufacture of distilled spirits shall 
be prohibited and the President 
given power to suspend the making 
of beer and wines. 

The committee rejected 8 to 4 the 
so-called “administration compro- 
mise plan of Senator Chamberlain, 
limiting prohibition to distilled bev- 
erages, without any action regard- 
ing malt and vinous intoxicating la- 
uora. 

Leaders of both wet and “dry” 
factions tonight were predicting vic- 
tory in the prospective, open, clean- 
cut fight in the Senate over empow- 
ering the President to deal with 
light beverages. 

Senator Chamberlain, with ap- 
proval of the Agriculture Commit- 
tee, had planned to hold the Sen- 
ate in session Wednesday, Independ- 
ence Day, but it is now believed a 
quorum could not be held and a re- 
cess for the one day is in prospect. 

The cloture motion, if presented 
tomorrow, will, under the rules, lie 
over until Thursday, and then be 
subject to a vote without debate. 
The motion does not declare that 
the signers believe a filibuster is tn 
progress,.but merely proposes to 
close debate after each Senator whe 
so desires has had an hour to 4is- 
cuss the bill and all amendments.

SIR HERBERT BEERBOHM NEE 
DIES IN LONDON.

Englands Leading Artist was 
Well Known in Los Angeles, Hav- 
ing Appeared Here in Motion 
Pictures as Well as in the Le- 
gitimate Drama.

LONDON, July 2.—8ir Herbert 
Reerbohm Tree, the actor, died to- 
night. 

Sir Herbert, who had made many 
public appearances since his return 
from the United States, delivering 
addresses describing his experiences 
in America, had been ill for several 
days. 

It was announced that he had 
successfully undergone an operation, 
and, according to latest reports, he 
was making satisfactory progress 
toward recovery. His death, an- 
nounced tonight, was therefore 
somewhat unexpected. 


Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree, «@ 
popular figure on the stage in Lon- 
don for nearly forty years, was the 
best known in the United States of 
the English actor-managers. Sir 
Herbert appeared in New York last 
winter in an adaptation of Thack- 
eray'’s Colonel Newcome,” and re- 
turned to London late in May. 


HIS BRIDIAANT CAREER. 
ACTOR WELL KNOWN HERE. 


Herbert Beerbohm Tree had been 
the undisputed leader of the Eng- 
lish stage from the death of Henry 
Irving. He was born in London in 
1853. was educated in Germany and 
went on the stage in 1877. He took 
the management of the Haymarket 
Theater, London, in 1887, and be- 
came an active and powerful fac- 
tor in producing new and reviving 
old plays. 

His Majesty's Theater was built 
for him; he moved into it In 1896, 
and remained its manager until his 
death. It was in the latter house 
that Tree made his reputation as a 
prodigal director; he dimmed even 
Irvine's glory in the matter of sheer 
outlay, especially in the revivals of 
Shakespeare. Tree's casts, too, were 
generally notable. He scored his 
chief point against Irving by ob- 
taining the latter's co-star, Ellen 
Terry. for a revival of “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor.” 

Tree first visited the United States 
in 94-95, bringing a big repertoire 
and an excellent company, but it did 
not do well as an attraction. His 
plays on that tour were “Hamlet,”

He vis- 
ited Chicago in November of last 
year, playing a month in the Illinois 
theater. 

Later in the season he put on a 
revival of “Colohel Newcombe” in 
New York, but t was not a success 
He was uncertain regarding his 
plans when, recently, he went back 
to London, but he told the reporters 
that, when he was ready to resume 
the management of his theater 
there, it would be with a production 
of “The Great Lover,“ by Mr. and 
Mrs. Frederick Hatton of Chicago. 

Max Beerbohm is a brother of 
the dead actor whose wife played 
with him on his figst American tour. 
Their daughter Irie was married in 
Chicago in the course of Bir Her- 
bert’s engagement last season.

CALEXICO, July 2-—Although the 
Colorade River was not as high. 
today ag yesterday the pressure was 
increased against the Volcane Lake 
levee by the breaking of the Sails 
levee near its western end yester 
Gay, and extra crews of men were 


onte the levees, There are now 600 
men at work with three rock trains 
on the levee. There are étill two and 
a half feet to spare between the top 


of the Volcano Lake levee and the 
surging flood. 

It ie the belief of the Irrigation dis- 
trict officials that another high river 
is due at Yuma within a few days. 
The news of a rise of three inches in 
the river at Needles caused them 
more uneasiness than did the break- 
ing of the Saiz levee. The reading 
yesterday at Needles was 13.3. To- 
Gay it was 13.55. At Yuma the river 
dropped from 29.6 feet and a dis- 
charge of 140,000 second feet to 29.3 
feet and a flow of 139,700 feet. At 
the Volcano Lake the reading was 
41.20, a rise of but a half inch. 

The only effect today of the break 
near the end of the Saiz levee was 
to inundate a few hundred acres of 
uncultivated land and to exert a 
greater pressure on the main levee 
at the head of Volcane Lake. There 
the current swerved toward the 
north. Today a slight scouring’ of 
the levee took place. There is still 
the Voleano Lake railroad embank- 
ment and a portion of high ground 
to hold thé river back into the region 
behind the break.

Children 
die from malnutrition every day, and 
the sick and starving men who are 
returned from the German army

ADOPTED 


NEW CODE OF PRACTICE 


BY BUILDERS. 


HE Builders’ Exchange of Los 
Angeles became the Bullding 

Industries Association of Los 
Angeles by unanimous vote of its 
membership at a meeting held in 
the headquarters of the organization 
in the Stimson Bullding last night. 
The name under which the organized 
building crafts of the city have con- 
ducted their various activities for 
the past quarter century will from 
this time forth be a memory. 
The meeting was one of the most 
important ever held by the building 
men of Los Angeles and was attended 
by 200 or more representative con- 
tractors, architects, building material 
manufacturers and dealers. Present 
also by invitation were representa- 
tives of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and other leading business 
organizations of the city. 
The principal business of the eve- 
ning outside of the official changing 
of the name of the building organiza- 
tion was the discussion and adoption 
of a new code of practice designed 
for the future guidance and regula- 
tion of construction activities in Los 
Angeles and which had been in 
course of preparation by a special 
committee during the past several 
months. This code was read and 
explained by Walter Simons, one of 
its authors, and was accepted by the 
membership without a dissenting 
voice, 
The code incorporates many broad 
policies, having for their purpose the 
protection and upbuilding of legiti- 
mate building activities in the com- 
munity and the uprooting and aboli- 
tion of many evil practices intro- 
duced by irresponsible and fiy-by- 
night contractors. It is planned to 
afford protection to the public as 
well as to the builders themselves 
and to put structural operations on 
a new and solid basis. 
Among the features emphasized in 
the code are reciprocal co-operation 
between contractors and ‘material 
men, standardization of contract 
forms, materials and prices, the do- 
ing away with force account meth- 
ods of construction and the separa- 
tion of architectural and contracting 
work in the building field. 

J. HX. an, as president of the 
exchange, welcomed into member- 
ship in the organization the mem- 
bers of the Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion, who recently affiliated with the 
older body, and the Master Painters’
